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Councit oN DENTAL HEALTH MAKEs Procress REPORT 
on Work oF Its E1cHt COMMITTEES 


After creation of the Council on Den- 
tal Health, in August 1942, eight com- 
mittees were established with a member 
of the Council as the chairman of each. 
Specialized problems were assigned to 
the committees and they were authorized 
to secure the necessary consultants and 
advisers essential to the progress of their 
work, 

The following summary of the work 
of these committees has been issued 
through Emory W. Morris, chairman: 

Public Relations—The Public Rela- 
tions Committee, Leo J. Schoeny, chair- 
man, supervises the Bureau of Public 
Relations, appraises all educational ma- 
terial submitted by other organizations 
and develops such material for the use 
of lay and professional groups. 

In the past year, the routine work of 
the Bureau of Public Relations has been 


carried on and expanded in some direc- 
tions. The special projects in which the 
committee and the Bureau are cooperat- 
ing include the preparation of “Your 
Dental I.Q.,” a monthly dental feature 
now being supplied to more than 125 
newspapers throughout the country ; the 
preparation, with competent advisers, of 
a new atlas of the mouth; the develop- 
ment of educational films on tooth devel- 
opment; the production of an educa- 
tional film for high school audiences ; the 
development of a monthly pictorial mag- 
azine devoted to dental health education ; 
the translation of educational films for 
use in South America, and the comple- 
tion of thirteen electrical radio transcrip- 
tions based on popular children’s stories. 
Many of these projects are being car- 
ried on under the supervision of Lon 
W. Morrey, director of the Bureau. 
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SOCIAL TRENDS.—The Committee on 
Social Trends has the assignment to 
study various social and economic de- 
velopments as they relate to dentistry. 
Harold J. Noyes, Chicago, the first chair- 
man of the committee, has been suc- 
ceeded by Loren J. Hunt, Lincoln, Nebr. 

The committee has set up its study in 
three main divisions: (1) a summary of 
social trends prior to 1928 from the 
standpoint of the health services; (2) a 
study of the direction and intensity of 
social and economic trends between 1928 
and 1943, and (3) an analysis of the 
manpower problems that relate to the 
provision of dental services. 

Under this program, the committee is 
considering such topics as legislation, 
dental programs in governmental agen- 
cies, the policies of organized health 
professions, dental manpower, accessory 
dental personnel and various types of 
dental practice. 


Low InNcomME.—The Low Income Com- 
mittee, of which Frank C. Cady, Lexing- 
ton, Ky., is chairman, has been given the 
study of problems and the development 
of plans for providing dental care for 
that part of the population which may 
require a subsidy to secure proper dental 
care. 

The committee is being guided by the 
principle that it is the responsibility of 
the dental profession to make dental 
service available to low income fam- 
ilies, but that it is not the responsibility 
of the profession to provide the funds 
necessary for such programs. The com- 
mittee, therefore, is engaged in develop- 
ing plans that may serve as a guide to 
constituent and component societies when 
local councils on dental health have 
prepared programs for use in the local 
area. The committee is also engaged in 
studying plans through which low in- 
come groups, which cannot purchase 
dental care out of current income or 
savings, may be able to secure loans on 
a postpayment or installment basis. Ex- 


perimental programs are being analyzed 
to provide information on costs, records 
and types of service. The committee is 
also making a study of sources of funds 
for such programs, the patient-dentist 
relationship, professional policies and the 
management of records. 


PREPAYMENT.—The Prepayment Com- 
mittee, under Leo J. Schoeny, New 
Or’ans, chairman, was given the task 
of studying prepayment plans in other 
health services to determine their ap- 
plicability to dental care for certain 
groups of the population. The commit- 
tee is also concerned with the develop- 
ment of basic principles under which 
prepayment programs may be initiated 
and maintained. Because prepayment 
plans involving hospital and medical 
care have been remarkably successful in 
the past five years, the committee began 
its work with a study of these plans, in 
order to ascertain the points of similarity 
and of difference for dental programs of 
the same nature. The committee also is 
analyzing various dental plans to deter- 


mine whether they are actually based on 


the prepayment principle. These plans 
have been put into operation by various 
groups such as industry, labor and gov- 
ernment. From this material, the Com- 
mittee will attempt to establish basic 
principles to govern the formation of 
prepayment plans in dentistry. 

The committee has recognized the 
many gaps that exist in the available 
material on dental prepayment plans 
and, for that reason, has proposed the 
establishment of a prepayment plan on 
an, experimental basis. This program 
would be set up, under the direction or 
supervision of a state or component den- 
tal society for groups of not less than 
1,000 persons, and preferably for groups 
of 5,000 persons. Such programs would 
require underwriting if their existence 
was to be guaranteed for a period suffi- 
ciently long to produce the information 
desired. The programs would be limited 
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to certain income groups and the services 
to be provided would also be subject to 
certain limitations. 

The Board of Trustees of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association has approved 
the principles of this experimental pro- 
gram and the committee will make an 
announcement of its plans in the near 
future. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMITTEE.—The Industrial 
Committee, of which Hugo M. Kulstad, 
Hollywood, Calif., is chairman, is study- 
ing dental problems of industry from the 
viewpoint of both management and labor 
and is developing basic principles as a 
guide in the development of industrial 
programs. 

At the present time, the committee is 
working on a plan for the temporary 
assignment of a dentist from the dental 
division of the state health department 
to the industrial hygiene division in 
those states where the need is apparent. 
This activity has special importance in 
the development of programs for war 
industries in so-called critical areas. The 
committee is also studying recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of standards 
of dental practice in dentistry. It is 
developing contacts with organizations 
in industrial and related fields so that 
the potential scope and problems of in- 
dustrial dentistry can be more accurately 
predicted. In connection with these 
various activities, the committee is mak- 
ing plans to inform industry of the 
value of dental programs, studying state 
dental practice acts, reviewing state 
compensation laws, considering the prep- 
aration of courses in industrial dental 
practice, encouraging state dental soci- 
eties to support industrial dental pro- 
grams in their own communities and 
compiling data on presen: plans that may 
lead to the development of an experi- 
mental program in this important field. 


RESEARCH COMMITTEE.— Research 
Committee, under Lloyd H. Dodd, De- 


catur, Ill., chairman, is studying recent 
dental research with the view of apply- 
ing it in the reduction of dental disease. 
The committee will also make recom- 
mendations for experimental programs to 
determine whether the caries rate of the 
population can be reduced. 

The committee is cooperating with the 
Council on Dental Research of the 
American Dental Association on projects 
of common interest. It is developing 
standards to be used in the evaluation of 
research projects and encouraging re- 
search of a fundamental nature that 
deals with the development of the oral 
structures, and their maintenance and 
the diseases of the oral cavity. 


CARIES CONTROL COMMITTEE.—The Ca- 
ries Control Committee, under Leroy M. 
S. Miner, Boston, chairman, was as- 
signed the development of the caries 
control program initiated by the former 
National Health Program Committee. 

The caries control program is based 
on the fact that knowledge for the sub- 
stantial control of dental caries lies in 
the fields of (1) early diagnosis and 
treatment; (2) diet, and (3) adequate 
mouth hygiene. The translation of this 
knowledge into an effective program for 
caries control requires: (1) implementa- 
tion of this available knowledge through 
effective programs of dental health edu- 
cation; (2) elimination of confusion 
through the adoption of a program 
which includes the three areas of 
knowledge under one simple label 
such as “caries control,” and (3) effec- 
tive collaboration with all agencies on 
the premise that the control of dental 
caries involves many social, economic 
and environmental factors, many of 
which are the responsibility of society 
rather than of the dental profession. 

The committee is perfecting a plan 
that involves (1) putting into operation 
a program of caries control which in- 
cludes under a single title early diagnosis 
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and treatment, diet and nutrition and 
oral hygiene; (2) implementing such a 
program through dental health education 
that will bring to the profession and to 
the public the various areas of knowl- 
edge available for caries control under 
one title, as one program; (3) imple- 
menting the program through proper 
state and local agencies in the profes- 
sion, government and other circles, and 
(4) furnishing the profession and others 
with basic information regarding the 
program. 


PROFESSIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE. 
The Professional Relations Committee, 
under Walter W. Wilson, Brooklyn, 
chairman, has been assigned the devel- 
opment of educational materials for the 
profession in the field of social and eco- 
nomic problems. The committee will 
also keep abreast of professional opinion 
through periodic surveys and will make 
the information obtained available to 
other committees of the Council. 

The committee has already prepared 
for publication by the American Dental 
Association a pamphlet dealing with the 
organization and activities of the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health. This pamphlet has 
been given wide distribution to aid the 
Council in the organization of similar 
councils on state and community levels. 
The committee is also preparing re- 
leases for professional journals on the 
various projects undertaken by the com- 
mittees of the Council. In addition, the 
committee distributes to Council mem- 
bers such information as will be helpful 
to the work of individual committees 
and the Council as a whole. 

The committee is also engaged in the 
preparation of a series of pamphlets. 
This series will include such topics as 
the work of the individual committees, 
special problems in dentistry, general 
surveys of social or economic problems 
and the education of the members of the 
profession on’a wide variety of profes- 
sional subjects. 


VICTORY CORPS COMMITTEE.—This com- 
mittee, under Leon R. Kramer, Topeka, 
Kan., chairman, has developed a pro- 
gram in cooperation with the United 
States Office of Education. and the 
United States Public Health Service to 
correct the dental defects of high school 
students. 

The work of this committee has had a 
direct and vital relation to dental par- 
ticipation in the war effort. It has or- 
ganized a Victory Corps program in the 
various states and these in turn have 
organized the programs locally. At the 
present time, the program is operative 
in the following states: Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Kentucky, Nevada, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina, Indiana, Ohio, Minnesota, Iowa, 
California, Illinois, Missouri, Wyoming, 
Nebraska, Mississippi, Louisana, Texas, 
Kansas, Colorado, Utah, Washington and 
Oregon and the District of Columbia. 
The following states are contemplating 
a program: New Hampshire, North 
Dakota, Montana, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Florida and Oklahoma. 

This, the first activity program under- 
taken by a committee of the Council, has 
been influential in correcting dental de- 
fects of those students who will soon 
take an essential part in the war effort. 
Of equal importance are the benefits ac- 
cruing to dentistry, since the experience 
gained may be used in planning other 
programs. These results were achieved 
by the organization of the program in the 
states, by cooperation with officials and 
organizations in government, education 
and related groups and by the prepara- 
tion and distribution of a detailed pro- 
gram that could be applied locally with 
only a few changes. In addition, through 
the work of the Victory Corps Program, 
hundreds of thousands of pieces of dental 
health educational literature have been 
distributed to high school students in the 
country.

List SERVICES OF REGISTRY 
oF DENTAL AND ORAL PATHOLOGY 


The various services offered to mem- 
bers of the dental profession by the 
Registry of Dental and Oral Pathology, 
Army Medical Museum, Washington, 
D. C., are listed in a recent statement by 
Henry A. Swanson, chairman of the 
Dental Museum Committee of the 
American Dental Association. The state- 
ment follows : 


The Registry of Dental and Oral Pathology 
has been in existence since 1933. It has served 
both the medical and the dental profession as 
a depository of interesting and important oral 
material as well as a source of information and 
teaching data. It is believed, however, that the 
scope of the Registry can be broadened so that 
it may become more useful to the professions 
and acquire additional sources for the acces- 
sion of materials. 

The Registry is sponsored by the American 
Dental Association and is housed at the Army 
Medical Museum at Washington. It is one of 


ten registries, each covering a special field of 
pathology, which are administered by the 
Army Medical Museum. The main object of 
the Dental and Oral Registry is the collection 
of clinical and pathologic specimens with the 
aim of using these registered cases for educa- 
tional purposes and special study. 
BIOPSY SERVICE.— lhe biopsy service pro- 
vided to the dental profession is an important 
part of the work of the Registry. This service 
is offered as an aid to diagnosis and is partic- 
ularly valuable in the diagnosis and treatment 
of neoplastic diseases. To date, 3,500 cases 
have been registered. 

STUDY SETS.—The Registry also offers loan 
sets which consist of slides showing the 
various phases of oral pathology. Each slide is 
thoroughly described in a syllabus which gives 
the history and microscopic interpretation of 
the disease. In this way, a correlation of the 
microscopic and clinical manifestations may be 
made. This service is offered to individuals, 
study groups and dental schools. 
ATLAS.—Lhe second edition of the Atlas of 
Dental and Oral Pathology was published in 
July 1942. The atlas contains many photo- 
micrographs of oral lesions, which are de- 
scribed in detail. The loan study sets com- 
plement the Atlas in that the microscope slides 
depict many of the conditions shown in the 
Atlas. A new edition is now in preparation. 
LANTERN SLIDES.— the large variety of local 
and generalized processes which involve the 
mucous membranes and tongue make it neces- 
sary for the dentist to acquaint himself*with 
these lesions. Kodachrome slides (2 by 2) on 
a variety of subjects are available on loan from 
the Registry. Some of the subjects are: dental 
caries, periodontal diseases, stomatitis, tumors 
and jaw lesions.

Rear Apo. C. H. Mack 
Returns To Active Duty 


Rear Adm. Cornelius H. Mack (DC), 
USN, who has been on the retired list, 
has been recalled to active duty as dis- 
trict dental officer for the 12th Naval 
District, San Francisco. He is the third 
dentist to attain the rank of rear ad- 
miral in the Naval Dental Corps. 

Admiral Mack served with the 6th 
Regiment, U. S. Marine Corps, as dental 
surgeon from July 1917 until September 
1918, when he was made dental surgeon 
of the 2nd Division, U. S. Army, A.E.F., 
the first naval officer ever to serve in 
such an Army capacity. His service with 
the Army terminated with the return of 
the 2nd Division to the United States in 
August 1919. For extraordinary heroism 
and gallantry in action while serving 


with the 6th Regiment overseas during 
World War I, Admiral Mack received 
the Navy Cross, the French Croix de 
Guerre with Gold Star and the Silver 
Star Medal with three Oak Leaf Clus- 
ters. 


EMPLOYMENT STABILIZATION 
ProcramM TO DENTIsTs 


The War Manpower Commission an- 
nounced recently that dentists, physi- 
cians, veterinarians, sanitary engineers 
and nurses who are salaried employes in 
essential or locally needed activities are 
hereafter subject to the same provisions 
of any employment stabilization program 
as apply to other workers in such ac- 
tivities. Such professional employes may 
not change their jobs without securing 
statements of availability from the 
United States Employment Service or 
being referred to new jobs by this sery- 
ice. The Employment Service, however, 
it was emphasized, will make referrals 
of such employes only after consulting 
the state chairman of the Procurement 
and Assignment Service. This proce- 
dure, it was explained, will insure referral 
of these professional workers to jobs in 
which they can make their most effective 
contributions to the war effort. On 
approval of the regional war manpower 
director, any state director may delegate 
the duty of referring such employes to 
new jobs to the state and local offices of 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice.

Army Buitps Mopet DENTAL 
LABORATORY IN ENGLAND 


A former apartment house in England 
has been converted into a modern, well- 
equipped central dental laboratory by 
the United States Army Medical Depart- 
ment, aided by British workmen. Maj. 
Max B. Williams, Army Dental Corps, 
Hattiesburg, Miss, with a cadre of en- 
listed men, moved into the vacant build- 
ing in late September to supervise the 
organization and construction of a dental 
laboratory. Through mutual aid, civilian 
workmen were supplied by the British 
Ministry of Works. Soldiers and work- 
men moved the equipment, installed the 
fluorescent lighting and, within a few 
weeks, transformed the empty building 
into what is now the dental showplace 
of England, and one of the largest dental 


laboratories in the United States Army. 

Central Dental Laboratory No. 1 be- 
gan the processing of cases on November 
11, less than two months after construc- 
tion started. Instead of a formal cere- 
mony, the occasion was marked by the 
beginning of work, and several com- 
pleted cases were produced that day. 
Maximum production should be reached 
early in 1944, according to Major Wil- 
liams. 

Each case is inspected by Major Wil- 
liams or one of his assisting dental 
officers. “Remakes” are rare, since ma- 
terials and’ equipment are the best, and 
the work is done by men who are skilled 
dental technicians. Ten men in the lab- 
oratory had from five to seventeen years’ 
experience in civilian laboratories before 
they entered the Army. 

To insure a rapid denture service, 
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Maj. Max B. Williams, of Hattiesburg, 
Miss., officer in charge of new U. S. Army 
Central Dental Laboratory in England. 


Central Dental Laboratory No. 1 is set 
up on the assembly-line plan. There are 
five different departments, each one 
specializing in one phase of the work. 

The laboratory was recently inspected 
by Lieut. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Com- 
manding General of the European 
Theater of Operations ; Maj. Gen. John 
C. H. Lee, Commanding General, Serv- 
ices of Supply, European Theater of 
Operations, and Brig. Gen. Paul R. 
Hawley, Chief Surgeon, European 
Theater of Operations. Each expressed 
his enthusiasm for the efficiency, ar- 
rangement and military bearing within 
the organization. The chief dental sur- 
geon of the European Theater of Op- 
erations is Col. William D. White, of 
Correctionville, Iowa. 


New Law PRovIDEs FoR 
RELOCATION OF DENTISTS 


An act of Congress to provide $200,- 
000 to the United States Public Health 
Service for expenses incident to the relo- 
cation of dentists and physicians in criti- 
cal areas was approved by the President 
in December. The major provisions of 
the new act are: 

1. A municipality, county or other 
local governmental unit may apply to 
the U. S. Public Health Service for the 


relocation of a dentist or physician to 
the area within its jurisdiction. 

2. The application must first be ap- 
proved by the state health officer having 
jurisdiction over the local government. 

3. The Surgeon General of the U. §. 
Public Health Service is then authorized 
to enter into an agreement with a dentist 
or physician to the effect that (a) if he 
will agree to practice his profession in 
the critical area for a period of not less 
than one year, he will be paid a reloca- 
tion allowance of $250 a month for the 
first three months; (b) he will also be 
paid the actual costs of travel and trans- 
portation to the new locality for himself, 
his family and his household effects. 

4. The local government making ap- 
plication shall contribute 25 per cent of 
the total cost of the payments provided. 

5. No contract will be made with any 
dentist or physician unless he is admit- 
ted to practice by the state having juris- 
diction over the new location. 


ARRANGEMENTS.—The arrangements for 
the relocation of dentists and physicians, 
especially those discharged from the 
Army, are explained in Form No. 316, 
recently issued by the Directing Board of 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice for Physicians, Dentists and Vet- 
erinarians. 

The Veterans’ Employment Service, a 
division of the War Manpower Commis- 
sion’s Bureau of Placement, has a field 
staff which spends a considerable part 
of its time in hospitals from which sol- 
diers are discharged, in order to facilitate 
their return to civilian life. 

This field staff has now been instructed 
to work closely with the Procurement and 
Assignment Service in assisting discharged 
physicians and dentists to return to pri- 
vate practice. 

It is hoped that, as a result of this 
joint effort, physicians and dentists may 
be directed to critical areas and to 
other places where they can free men 
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for military service who are now es- 
sential to their communities. The names 
of physicians and dentists approved 
for discharge will be furnished the 
Veterans’ Employment Service field 


_ staff by Army officials at hospitals from 


which discharges from service are made. 
The field staff will interview these phy- 
sicians and dentists and will give the 
central office the following information 
for forwarding to the state chairman of 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice: 

(1) name, specifying whether M.D. 
or D.D.S.; (2) address of former place 
of practice or position, if any; (3) ad- 
dress of contemplated place of practice, 
if definite decision has been made; (4) 
type of practice; (5) state in which he 
is licensed to practice; (6) exact date 
of discharge, if possible, or approximate 
date of discharge; (7) address where 
he may be reached the following ten 
days; (8) opinion of the individual as 
to when he will be able to practice; (9) 
opinion, if possible, of the medical of- 
fier in the hospital as to the physical 
and mental condition of the individual, 
and when he will be able to undertake 
the practice of medicine or dentistry. 
(This information, of course, will be 
kept strictly confidential. ) 

Those persons who know where they 
intend to practice will be instructed to 
get in touch with the state chairman so 
that he may be informed. Procedures 
for effecting the relocation of other per- 
sons who have not yet made a definite 
decision have not yet been completely 
worked out. 

Methods for solving the many prob- 
lems involved in returning veteran phys- 
icians and dentists to civil life will have 
to be worked out as the program devel- 
ops. The Procurement and Assignment 
Service, however, has a definite respon- 
sibility to these veterans as well as a 
continuing responsibility for supplying the 
armed services, having due regard for 
the needs of the civilian population.

Army Approves MoBILE 
DENTAL UNIT For OVERSEAS 


The Army has recently approved the 
mobile dental laboratory for use in com- 
bat areas in overseas theaters, according 
to a recent announcement.* The unit 
has been given every test on maneuvers 
in this country and has been found ade- 
quate for the intended use. This lab- 
oratory will permit the making of new 
prosthetic appliances or their repair in 
any of the forward areas of combat. 
Troops needing new dentures or repairs 
are now evacuated to some fixed in- 
stallation in the rear where laboratory 
facilities are available. The new mobile - 
laboratory will eliminate the necessity 
for such evacuation and thereby con- 
tribute to the war effort. During the last 
year, about three new dentures per 
thousand men per month were made 
for overseas troops, as well as two re- 
pairs per thousand men per month.

Maine Takes Leap 1N 
A.D.A. War Bonp Drive 


To the Maine Dental Society goes the 
credit of being the first state to establish a 
special program for dental participation 
in the Fourth War Loan Campaign. 
All state dental societies were asked to 
establish a similar program as a part of 
the War Service Committee’s plan to sell 
more than twelve million dollars’ worth 
of bonds by establishing quotas for state 
dental societies. The quotas are based 
on the sale to each member of one $100 
bond as his part of the regular monthly 
purchasing campaign, and of one addi- 
tional $100 bond as his part in the 
Fourth War Loan Campaign. The 
quotas assigned to the states and a mes- 
sage from C. Raymond Wells, A.D.A. 
President, were published in the February 
I issue of THE JOURNAL. 

In acknowledging Maine’s early con- 
tribution to the campaign, C. Willard 
Camalier, chairman of the War Service 
Committee, said : 


You will, of course, recall the slogan “As 
Maine goes, so goes the nation.” The War 
Service Committee feels that it is appropriate 
to mention this—not in its usual connection, 
but as it may be applied to the current Fourth 
War Loan Drive. From the State of Maine, 
there has come to the War Service Committee 
the first concrete program in answer to the ap- 
peal of the A.D.A. President, C. Raymond 
Wells, and the War Service Committee for the 
various states to cooperate in making this drive 
a success. 

The Maine Dental Society states that it has 
“gladly assumed the responsibility of sponsor- 
ing this drive among dentists in our state and 
it is hoped that all members will show their 
patriotism and loyalty by purchasing as many 
bonds as possible and reporting such purchases 
to the (Maine’s local) committee.” The So- 
ciety, in appealing to all members, enclosed an 


addressed envelope, requested a statement re- 
garding the amount of bonds purchased in 
order to make its report to the American Den- 
tal Association and enclosed a copy of Dr. 
Wells’ message and excerpts from the com- 
munication of the War Service Committee. As 
a feature, the circular carried the following 
appeal: ‘Men of Maine, remember your state 
motto, Dirigo (I lead). Let’s prove it to the 
nation now.” 


This is an inspiring message, giving 
evidence of the generous cooperation of 
this constituent society of the Association 
and serving as an objective to all other 
societies in furthering the Fourth War 
Loan Drive on a nationwide scale. 


U.S. Grants Sick LEAVE 
FOR DENTAL EXAMINATIONS 


The War Service Committee has an- 
nounced receipt of an executive order, 
issued by the President January 13, in 
which sick leave is granted to certain 
employes of the government for “med- 
ical, dental or optical examination o1 
treatment.” 

“Sick leave shall be granted to employ- 
ees when they are incapacitated for the 
performance of their duties by sickness, 
injury, or pregnancy and confinement, or 
for medical, dental or optical examination 
or treatment . . . The minimum charge 
for sick leave shall be one hour, and 
additional leave shall be charged in 
multiples of one hour.” 

The War Service Committee states 
that “so far as it has been able to ascer- 
tain, this privilege has not heretofore 
been granted to federal employes but is 
of such importance, particularly during 
the war emergency, that it is being 
called promptly to the attention of all 
dentists so that they may avail them- 
selves of the benefits of the new order.”

Thompson approved the examining 
committee’s recommendation to take 
away the licenses of Harry L. Basford, 
Harold F. Walker, Harry J. Horwitz 
and Frank A. Buerstetta. It was also 
announced that complaints have been 
drawn and filed against Ernest French, 
Sebastian Capinegro, Cecil E. Fisher, 
Ewald Westedt, Morris Feuer and How- 
ard G. W. Ball.

Under date of 
May 17, 1941, Pollock secured from the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
a stay, which referred the case back to 
the Board of Dental Examiners for fur- 
ther finding of fact. After hearings be- 
fore a committee of the board, the full 
board reaffirmed its previous recom- 
mendation and again submitted the case 
to the Board of Regents. On January 
16, 1942, the Regents again accepted the 
recommendation of the Dental Board 
and voted that the license be suspended 
for six months. On June 24, 1942, the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
affirmed the action of the Regents. Pol- 
lock then took the matter to the Court 
of Appeals which, on November 24, 
1943, upheld the decision of the lower 
court.”

SOCIAL SECURITY 


PRESIDENT AND McNutt Ask 
EXPANSION OF SOCIAL SECURITY 


President Roosevelt, in his message to 
Congress on the state of the union Janu- 
ary 11, and Federal Administrator Paul 
V. McNutt, in submitting to Congress 
the recommendations of the Social Se- 
curity Board January 17, both proposed 
major expansion of the Social Security 
Act in the direction of greater benefits 
for old age, unemployment, medical 
care and disability. 

The President’s proposal was couched 
in general terms and conceived by him 
as a “second bill of rights.” Adminis- 
trator McNutt’s recommendations were 
based on a specific five-point program 
for the extension of social security to 
millions not now receiving benefits. 

The portions of the President’s message 
dealing with health benefits follow: 


We have accepted, so to speak, a second bill 
of rights under which a new basis of security 
and prosperity can be established for all—re- 
gardless of station, race or creed. 

Among these are: .. . 

The right to adequate medical care and the 
opportunity to achieve and enjoy good health. 


The right to adequate protection from the 
economic fears of old age, sickness, accident 
and unemployment. .. . 

I ask the Congress to explore the means for 
implementing this economic bill of rights; for 
it is definitely the responsibility of the Con: 
gress so to do. Many of these problems are 
already before committees of the Congress in 
the form of proposed legislation. I shall from 
time to time communicate with the Congres 
with respect to these and further proposals. Tn 
the event that no adequate program of progs 
ress is evolved, I am certain that the nation 
will be conscious of the fact. 

The five-point proposal of Adminis: 
trator McNutt was based fairly definitely 
on the President’s recommendations and 
was also included in the annual report 
of the Social Security Board, Arthur [J 
Altmeyer, chairman. 

To provide what the Board called “@ 
comprehensive basic program of social 
security,” Altmeyer’s report said that the 
present system should be enlarged to in 
clude : 

1. Coverage under old-age and survivors in 
surance for from 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 
workers now excluded—farm and household 
workers, employers of public and non-profit om 
ganizations and the self-employed. Inclusion 
of federal, state and local government em= 
ployes “should be made so as not to endanger 
any rights these workers have under existing 
special systems, and to increase, not lessen, the 
protection available to them.” 

2. Protection of the social security rights of 
the millions in the armed forces. 


3. Insurance protection against loss of im 


come due to permanent or total disability. 

4. Insurance to cover the cost of hospital 
and medical care. The board insists that this 
provision “must preserve free choice of doctor 
or hospital and the personal relationship be- 


tween physicians and their patients” and “in-@ 


sure. adequate remuneration.” 

5. A national unemployment insurance sy 
tem to replace the fifty-one separate state and 
territorial systems, and including the millions 
of wage earners excluded under the state sys 
tems. “Even if the special stresses of postwar 
years were not impending, the state-federal 
basis of the unemployment compensation pro- 
gram would have merited revision at this) 
time.” 
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
